Claims 1,2,5, 7, 8, 1 0, and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Heath. 

In Figure 5 of Heath a pry bar is shown having an elongate arcuate lever. The 
bottom and top surfaces converge at the front to form a sharp tip with a bifurcated claw. 
A gripping member is fixedly secured to the top surface. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3, 9, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Heath. 

The Heath disclosure is silent as to what manufacturing process is used to attach 
the handle or gripping member to the elongate arcuate lever. However, the Examiner 
takes Official Notice that welding is a well known manufacturing technique used to 
assemble tools. Accordingly, to weld the handle or gripping member to the elongate 
arcuate lever would have been obvious for one skilled in the art at the time the invention 
was made in view of the fact that welding is a well known technique for assembling 
tools. 
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Claims 4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Heath in view of Chamberlayne. 

Heath discloses that the tool is manufactured from "cast metal". 

Chamberlayne teaches the a tool may be manufactured from "recycled materials" 
(see Chamberlayne, column 20, line 36). 

the process used to manufacture the tool per se is immaterial insofar as the 
completed tool is concerned. The instant claims are directed to a tool per se and not 
the method of manufacture of a tool, as such any recitations as to process of 
manufacture in the claim directed to the tool per se have no patentable significance. 
However, in any case, to manufacture the Heath tool from recycled materials would 
have been obvious for one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made in view 
of the disclosure of Chamberlayne. One of ordinary skill in the art would have been 
motivated to do this in order to reduce the expense of manufacture and to provide a 
more ecological manufacturing process. The source of the material to be used in the 
recycle process is no more than an obvious matter of design choice absent a showing 
of criticality for this feature.
